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The  Libraries  and  Museum  Committee  have  much  pleasure 
in  submitting  to  the  Town  Council  their  Thirty-fifth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  and  Museum  for  the 
year  ended  March  31st,  1913. 

*  GENERAL. 


TWO 


Two  important  events  have  occurred  during  the 
chief  year  to  which  special  reference  should  be  made  ; 
events.  ^he  first  being  the  commencement  of  building 
operations  in  connection  with  the  new  Carnegie  Library  at  Thatto 
Heath,  which  is  now  making  considerable  progress  ;  and  the  second, 
the  transfer  to  the  Libraries  Committee,  of  the  Public  Museum, 
Victoria  Park,  after  being  under  the  control  of  the  Parks  Committee 
for  twenty  years. 

The  total  issues  of  books  recorded  in  the  Cen- 
total  £raj  an(j  four  Branch  Libraries  have  been  246,624, 
as  against  260,728  for  the  previous  year.  In  last 
year's  Report  the  decrease  was  attributed  chiefly  to  animated 
picture  shows  and  the  large  increase  in  the  issues  of  cheap  editions 
of  interesting  and  popular  works.  This  year  an  additional  cause 
may  be  added,  viz.,  the  extention  of  the  time  allowed  for  home 
reading  from  a  week  to  a  fortnight,  which  has  been  in  operation 
since  December,  1912,  books  being  now  retained  by  borrowers  for 
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a  longer  period,  and  the  entries  of  books  being  less  frequently 
renewed.  The  decrease  does  not  appear  so  great  when  apportioned 
between  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries,  the  average  decrease 
for  each  being  less  than  eight  issues  per  day.  The  recorded  issues 
may  be  supplemented  by  the  use  by  readers  of  some  250  volumes 
of  referenca  in  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries.  These  books  are 
free  of  access  to  readers  and  have  been  consulted  some  thousands 
of  times.    The  recorded  average  daily  issue  of  books  has  been  808. 

In  December  1912  borrowers  from  the  Lending 
renewal      Libraries  were  requested  to  renew  their  tickets. 
OFT|^AJ^RS     To  simplify  matters  burgesses  are  now  allowed 
tickets  on  producing  voucher  form^  signed  in  their 
own  behalf,  and  resident  non -burgesses  by  obtaining  the  signature 
of  one  burgess  in  place  of  two  as  formerly.    Up  to  the  present  time, 
September,  3,250  males  and  2,531  females  have  obtained  readers' 
tickets,  making  a  total  of  5,781.    Fines  on  overdue  books  are  now 
charged  at  the  rate  of  one  penny  per  week  or  portion  of  a  week 
instead  of  one  halfpenny  per  day  as  formerly.

labourers,  etc.,  7,134  issues ;  brickmakers,  masons,  joiners,  and 
builders,  6,249  issues ;  copper,  iron,  and  lead  workers,  5,002  issues ; 
and  chemical  workers  come  last  with  1,127  issues.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  exclusive  of  12,383  issues  to  young  persons  in 
the  juvenile  reading  rooms  at  the  Sutton  and  Eccleston  Branch 
Libraries,  there  have  been  63,389  issues  to  males  and  40,062  issues 
to  females  under  the  age  of  twenty  years,  making  a  total  of 
103,451.

chased   and   170  presented.      The   Central  and 
Branch  Libraries  now  contain  in  the  aggregate  49,061  volumes. 

A  larger  number  than  usual  of  worn-out  and 
perfect'     imperfect  volumes   have   been   withdrawn  from 
and  lost     circulation  and  replaced  by  other  copies,  either 
volumes.     new  or  seCond-hand ;    one   reason  being  the  re- 
newal of  a  considerable  number  in  the  Central  Lending  Library 
in  consequence  of  the  publication  of  the  new  Catalogue,  the  total 
replacements  numbering  818.    In  the  other  Libraries  83  were  re- 
placed in  Sutton,  84  in  Thatto  Heath,   55  in  Parr,  and  97  in 
Eccleston  Branch  Libraries  respectively.    In  addition  to  these,  nine 
volumes  which  had  been  lost  or  irreparably  damaged  by  borrowers, 
have  been  paid  for  by  those  responsible  for  them.

tices, the  total  being  452,  an  increase  of  41  on  the  previous  year. 

The  most  important  work  in  Cataloguing 
catalogues.  ^urmg  ^he  year  has  been  the  compilation  and 
printing  of  a  Catalogue  of  Additions  to  the  Central  Lending 
Library,  from  1896  to  the  present  time,  the  Supplementary 
Catalogues  previously  issued  being  all  sold.  The  Catalogue 
issued  in  1896  containing  572  pages  and  comprising  14,390  vol- 
umes, and  the  new  Catalogue  just  issued,  representing  the  additions 
from  1896  to  1913,  containing  255  pages  and  comprising  6,244 
volumes,  bring  the  contents  of  this  department  of  the  Library 
up-to-date.  The  number  of  copies  of  the  new  Catalogue  sold  since 
publication  in  April  of  this  year  to  September,  has  been  175,  and 
of  the  1896  Catalogue  1,773  have  been  sold.  To  render  the  new 
Catalogue  and  its  contents  more  serviceable  to  students,  the  dates 
of  publication  of  nearly  all  books  except  fiction  were  recorded  and 
a  number  of  books  of  science  which  had  become  obsolete  were  re- 
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placed  by  recent  editions,  and  these  were  supplemented  by  other 
books  in  order  to  bring  the  scientific  section  of  the  Library  up- 
to-date.  During  the  year  31  copies  of  the  Sutton,  44  of  the  Parr, 
and  42  of  the  Bccleston  Branch  Library  Catalogues  respectively 
have  been  sold.  The  compilation  of  a  new  Catalogue  of  the 
Thatto  Heath  Branch  Library  will  shortly  be  taken  in  hand  so 
"that  it  may  be  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  new  Carnegie  Library 
which  is  in  course  of  erection  in  Thatto  Heath  Park,  and  which 
is  expected  to  be  opened  next  year.

CENTRAL  LIBRARY. 

The  stock  of  books  has  been  increased  by  760 
volumes,  of  which  371  have  been  placed  in  the 
Lending  Department  and  389  in  the  Eeference 
Department.  From  the  Lending  Department,  previous  to  the  prin- 
ting of  the  new  Catalogue,  235  volumes  of  fiction,  which  had 
ceased  to  be  in  demand,  were  withdrawn,  168  of  which  were  dis- 
tributed to  the  Police  Eecreation  Club,  the  local  hospitals,  and  the 
workhouse.  In  addition  122  volumes,  which  were  out  of  print, 
were  deleted  from  the  stock  book  and  omitted  from  the  Catalogue. 
The  Lending  Department  now  contains  a  total  of  20,724  volumes. 
The  stock  was  taken  of  the  books  in  the  Reference  Department 
when  the  total  number  of  volumes,  including  pamphlets,  was  found 
to  be  11,296.  Since  last  stock-taking  192  volumes  have  been 
withdrawn,  chiefly  old  directories,  year  books,  and  books  which 
had  been  replaced  by  more  up-to-date  copies.  A  few  volumes  of 
an  inexpensive  kind  were  missing  and  have  not  been  traced.  The 
Central  Lending  and  Reference  Departments  now  contain  in  the 
aggregate  32,020  volumes. 


GENERAL 
REMARKS. 
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The  number  of  new  readers  who  have  had  their  names  en- 
rolled in  the  Lending  Department  has  been  974,  and  the  issues  of 
books  number  118,537,  as  against  122,728  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  issues  in  the  Reference  Department  have  been  7,661, 
an  increase  of  213  on  the  previous  year.  It  is  encouraging  to 
know  that  this  Department  of  the  Libraries  is  maintaining  its 
popularity  and  usefulness,  in-as-much  as  it  is  the  one  specially 
helpful  to  students  and  others  who  consult  the  more  expensive 
books  of  reference.  An  Oxford  University  student  who  was  pre- 
paring for  a  particular  examination  spent  the  greater  portion  of 
his  vacations  in  the  Reference  Department  to  use  some  of  the 
historical  publications  of  the  Record  Office,  books  which  are  only 
occasionally  consulted,  but  which  proved  of  great  assistance  to 
him  in  his  studies.  If  these  books  had  not  been  in  the  Reference 
Department  of  the  St.  Helens  Public  Libraries  it  would  have  been 
necessary  for  him  to  pay  many  visits  to  the  Liverpool  Public 
Library.  Among  the  volumes  he  consulted  were  "  Chronicon  Adae 
de  Usk,  A.D.  1377-1421,"  "  Chronicon  Henrici  Knighton,  Monachi 
Leycestrensis,"  and  "  Thomae  Walsingham,  Historia  Anglicana,  A.D., 
1272-1381." 

The  Reading  Rooms,  which  include  General,  Reference,  Ladies, 
and  Boys,  are  now  supplied  with  219  newspapers,  magazines,  and 
periodicals,  a  list  of  which  appears  on  pp.  19  to  21  and  these  con- 
tinue to  be  used  by  a  large  number  of  readers,  computed  to  be 
considerably  over  1,000  per  day.

guides   to   holiday  resorts   were  displayed  on  a 


table  in  the  Reference  Reading  Room  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months  and  were  frequently  used  by  a  large 
number  of  visitors. 

Many   donations    of    books,    pamphlets,  and 
periodicals   have   again   been    received.  Among 
some   of    the  more    important  gifts  of   books  may    be  named, 
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"  History  of  tha  Pilkington  Family  of  Lancashire,  1066-1600," 
by  Lieut-Col.  John  Pilkington,  presented  by  Alderman  Col.  W.  W. 
Pilkington,  V.D.,  D.L.,  J.P.,  several  volumes  and  publications 
of  the  Egypt  and  Palestine  Exploration  Funds,  presented  by  Mrs. 
Richard  Pilkington.  "  Cage-Bird  Hybrids,"  by  Charles  Houlton, 
of  St.  Helens,  presented  by  the  author.  From  Mr.  Talbot  C.  Broom, 
Rainhill,  have  been  received  36  volumes  of  the  "  Proceedings  of 
the  Institution  of  Civil  Engineers,"  from  Mr.  E.  Bosdin  Leech, 
"  History  of  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal ",  by  Sir  Bosdin  Leech, 
2  vols.,  and  from  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  and  the 
Curator  of  the  National  Musaum,  Ireland,  several  illustrated 
and  other  volumes  having  reference  to  the  contents  of  the  two 
Museums  named. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 


STOCK- 
TAKING. 


During  the  year  the  stock  of  books  in  each  of 
the  Branch  Libraries  has  been  taken  without 
calling  in  all  the  books  in  circulation  and  closing 
each  Library  for  several  days  as  is  usually  done.  This  has  en- 
tailed rather  more  care  and  attention  owing  to  the  volumes  in 
circulation  having  to  be  registered  and  checked  off  as  returned. 
Including  the  additions  during  the  year  ended  March  1913,  the 
four  Branch  Libraries  contain  in  the  aggregate  17,041  volumes, 
or  an  average  of  4,260  per  Library.  The  volumes  missing  were 
54,  but  as  these  cover  a  period  of  seven  years,  the  average  number 
lost  per  year  has  been  less  than  two  volumes  per  Library,  which 
may  be  considered  a  very  low  percentage  on  an  average  yearly 
issue  of  30,106  per  Library.  During  stock-taking  the  books  were 
carefully  examined,  when  soiled  and  imperfect  copies  were  with- 
drawn and  replaced,  as  far  as  possible,  by  new  copies,  and  others 
were  re-bound  or  repaired  where  necessary. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  has  been  158, 
making  with  the  the  previous  stock  a  total  of

4,899  volumes.    The  number  of  new  readers  who 
have  had  their  names  enrolled  in  the  Lending  Library  has  been 
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81,  and  the  total  issues  of  books  have  been  27,220,  including 
4,940  to  juveniles  in  the  Juvenile  Reading  Room,  as  against  a 
total  of  29,328  for  the  previous  year.  The  Reading  Rooms  are 
now  supplied  with  57  newspapers,  magazines,  and  periodicals,  a 
list  of  which  will  be  found  on  page  22. 

The  stock  of  books  in  this  Branch  Library  has 
thatto       heen  increased  by  107,  bringing  the  total  up  to 
branch.      4,506  volumes.    One   hundred   and   fifteen  new 
readers  have  joined  the  Lending  Library  and  the 
recorded  issues  of  books  have  been  19,140  as  against  23,372  for 
the  previous  year.    Fifty-eight  newspapers,  magazines,  and  period- 
icals are  now  supplied  to  the  Reading  Room  as  per  list  on  page  22. 

The  new  Carnegie  Library  in  course  of  erection  in  the  Thatto 
Heath  Park,  will  when  completed,  greatly  improve  the  accom- 
modation for  books  and  readers,  and  will  increase  the  facilities 
for  reading  and  study.  Special  provision  will  be  made  for  boys 
and  girls  in  a  separate  Reading  Room,  which  will  be  supplied 
with  about  200  suitable  volumes  for  reading  on  the  premises,  and 
with  illustrated  and  other  papers  and  periodicals. 

Ninety-nine  volumes  have  been  added  to  stock, 

branch  making  a  total  of  3,812  volumes.  The  new  read- 
ers who  have  joined  the  Lending  Library  number 
103,  and  the  issues  of  books  have  been  27,944,  as  against  28,397 
for  the  preceding  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  in  the 
district  of  Parr,  the  industries  of  which  are  chiefly  mining  and 
chemical,  a  large  proportion  of  the  issues  of  books  have  been  re- 
corded to  readers  engaged  in  those  industries.  For  instance,  out 
of  a  total  of  13,715  issues  to  miners  from  all  the  Libraries  in  the 
borough,  6,348  were  recorded  in  the  Parr  Branch  Library  alone, 
and  from  a  total  of  1,127  issues  to  chemical  workers,  no  less  than 
895  were  from  the  same  Library.  This  shows  that  the  busy 
workers  in  this  industrial  portion  of  the  borough  are  making  use 
of  the  facilities  for  reading  which  the  Public  Library  provides. 
The  number  of  newspapers,  magazines,  and  periodicals  supplied 
to  the  Reading  Room  is  48,  details  of  which  appear  on  page  22. 
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ECCLESTON 
BRANCH. 


Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  books  in  this 
Branch  Library,  the  number  of  volumes  added 
has  been  larger  than  in  any  of  the  other  Branch 


Libraries,  the  total  being  216,  making  with  the  previous  stock  a 
total  of  3,824  volumes.  In  the  Lending  Library  203  new  readers 
have  had  their  names  enrolled,  and  the  total  issues  of  books  have 
been  46,122,  including  7,443  to  juveniles  in  the  Juvenile  Read- 
ing Room  as  against  49,455  for  the  previous  year.  The  issues 
in  this  Branch  Library  continue  to  be  considerably  greater  than 
in  any  of  the  other  Branches.  The  two  Reading  Rooms  are 
now  supplied  with  59  newspapers,  magazines,  and  periodicals,  a 
list  of  which  is  given  on  page  22. 


held  in  the  Mansion,  Victoria  Park,  in  1892;  the  first  Exhibition 
of  the  kind  held  in  St.  Helens  in  connection  with  the  Corporation, 
when  Mr.  R.  G.  Brook,  a  member  of  the  Town  Council  at  that 
time,  lent  his  Collection  of  natural  history  specimens  and  curios 
for  exhibition.  At  the  close  of  the  Exhibition,  which  was  re- 
markably successful,  Mr.  Brook  offered  to  present  his  Collection 
to  the  town,  provided  the  Mansion  was  opened  as  a  Public  Museum. 
This  generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  St.  Helens  Corporation 
and  in  due  course  the  Exhibits  were  arranged  and  labelled  and  the 
public  was  admitted  to  view  them.  From  a  small  beginning,  when 
one  room  contained  all  the  exhibits,  the  collection  has  been  largely 
increased,  especially  during  the  last  few  years,  by  several  valuable 
and  important  gifts ;  these  having  added  considerably  to  the 
interest  of  the  Museum,  which  every  year  is  becoming  more  ed- 
ucational in  character,  and  now  occupies  four  rooms  and  the  hall

ORIGIN 
AND 
GROWTH. 


The  Public  Museum  Collection,  which  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Parks  Committee  and  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  in 
November,  1912,  owes  its  origin  to  the  Exhibition 
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on  the  ground  floor,  and  the  balcony  on  the  first  floor.  In  1910 
Alderman  Sir  Joseph  Beecham,  J.P.,  presented  several  interesting 
oil  paintings  to  the  Museum,  and  in  Coronation  year,  1911,  when 
he  was  Mayor  of  the  Borough,  he  added  to  his  former  gifts, 
the  fine  large  oil  painting,  l.y  Sir  James  Linton,  P.R.I.,  entitiled 
"  A  Declaration  of  War."  In  this  way  the  neucleus  of  what  is 
sincerely  hoped  will  develope  into  a  Fine  Art  Gallery,  worthy  of 
the  town,  has  been  inaugurated.

Dr.  E.  B.  Sherlock ;  Mr.  Fred  Brown ;  Mr.  H.  L.  Doulton, 
per  the  late  Mr.  William  Thomason ;  the  late  Mrs.  West ;  the 
family  of  the  late  Mrs.  Ellen  Morris;  Mr.  H.  W.  Seton-Karr,  of 
Wimbledon  ;  the  late  Mr.  John  Morgan,  of  Worthing  ;  Mr.  Linnaeus
